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5 dead at Md. paper 


A shooting at a Maryland newspaper 
Thursday left at least five people dead 
and three others “gravely” injured, offi- 
cials said. 

A white man armed with a “long gun” 
was taken into custody and had been hid- 
ing under a desk in the building when po- 
lice arrived, and a county official said the 
man was “not being particularly forth- 


coming.” Officials said they believe he 
acted alone, but they had not yet estab- 
lished a motive. 

A reporter at the Capital Gazette in 
Annapolis, Maryland, said the shooter 
had attacked employees through a glass 
door.

She caused a controversy last week 
when she wore an olive jacket that read, 
“I REALLY DON’T CARE, DO U?” ona 
trip to a migrant children’s shelter in 
McAllen, Texas.

The House Ethics Committee has 
unanimously voted to create a panel to 
investigate possible misspending au- 
thorized by U.S. Rep.
